Historically, according to 
Wilmington Director of Health 
Gregory Erickson, Wilmington 
receives upwards of 800 flu vac- 
cines from the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health 
(DPH) to distribute to its resi- 
dents. The town generally 
sponsors clinics at the Senior 
Center and Deming Way while 
the Town Nurse administers 
vaccines privately to home- 
bound residents. 

The remaining doses are gen- 
erally administered to the gen- 
eral public through town-spon- 
sored clinics. 

No plans have yet been estab- 
lished for this year’s flu season. 

“Plans will remain on hold 
until we find out how may vac- 
cines we will be receiving,” 
Erickson said. “We may have 
to limit all our vaccines to the 
Senior population and other at- 
risk populations.”

in Wilmington 
Man facing murder charge after 
shooting three on Route 93

WILMINGTON - Shootings in 
Wilmington early Tuesday 
morning have led to the arrest 
of a Lawrence man and 
charges of murder. 

According to the Office of the 
Middlesex District Attorney, 
Julio Rodriguez, 58, of 
Lawrence, was arrested on 
Tuesday morning for allegedly 
shooting a /fellow passenger 
who has yet to be positively 
identified while they were tray- 
eling northbound on Route 93 
near Exit 41 in Wilmington. 
Two other individuals in the 
vehicle were also shot and are 
currently being treated in area 
hospitals. 

Rodriguez, who was 
arraigned in Woburn District 
Court on Wednesday morning, 
is being charged with murder, 
two counts of armed assault 
with the intent to murder, and 
illegal possession of a firearm 

According to the Boston 
Herald, the shootings were the 
result of an argument over 
Game 5 in the American 
League Championship Series 
between the Red Sox and the 
Yankees, which ended with a 
Sox victory after 14 innings on 
Monday night. 

According to authorities, at 
approximately 1:34 a.m. on 
Tuesday, October 19, State 
Police received a call from a 
motorist who reported strange 
activity in a van traveling 
north on Route 93 in 
Wilmington. State police 
issued an alert to all authori- 
ties in the area. 

A North Reading police offi- 
cer soon discovered on Route 
125 the van that fit the caller's 


description. The officer pulled 
the van over and found three 
individuals inside of it who 
were suffering from gunshot 
wounds, 

Two of the men were brought 
to Lawrence General Hospital, 


where one of them was pro- 
nounced dead. The second one 
is expected to live. The third 
shooting victim, who was dri- 
ving the van at the time it was 


stopped, was rushed to Caritas 
Holy Family Hospital in 
Methuen. This individual is 
expected to survive as well 

At press time, authorities 
believe that six males, includ 
ing Rodriguez and the three 
victims, were arguing in the 
van while driving north on 
Route 93. During the argu- 
ment, authorities believe that 
Rodriguez allegedly shot three 
of the passengers. 

The van’s driver, who was not 
shot, pulled over to the side of 
the highway and got out of the 
vehicle. At this point, the 
shooter then fled the van on 
foot. One of the passengers 
who had been shot moved to 
the driver’s seat and drove fur: 
ther north, exiting Route 93 
onto Route 125 at Exit 41. The 
North Andover police officer 
stopped the van shortly after. 

According to the Boston 
Herald, Rodriguez was arrested 
at approximately 9:30 a.m. on 
Tuesday when he wandered 
into a business on Andover 
Street in Wilmington and asked 
to use a phone. His disheveled 
appearance appeared suspect 
to the employee whom he 
approached.

A look back at the 1972 Congressional race 
Kerry found early support in 
Wilmington, but not Tewksbury

When John Kerry ran for 
Congress in 1972, Wilmington 
was one of only three towns to 
support him 

Wilmington at the time was 
strongly Democratic, but the 
Fifth Congressional District 
had been in Republican hands 
for many years. 
Congresswoman Edith Nourse 
Rogers and Congressman F. 
Bradford Morse were both 
Lowell Republicans. Although 
redistricting occasionally shifts 
the towns in the district, it has 
been generally considered the 
Lowell district..

In early 1972, after Morse was 
named Undersecretary General 
of the United Nations, a free- 
for-all ensued, with 12 candi- 
dates: eight Democrats, four 
Republicans and one indepen- 
dent. 

Kerry held a press conference 
in Lowell in early April, 1972, to 
make his announcement. He 
was. moving to Lowell, and 
would run for Congress.

He 
had already drawn consider- 
able attention because of his 
work with the Vietnam 
Veterans Against the War. 

Kerry came into the cam- 
paign with no local roots. His 
family had a farm in Groton, 
but his father’s position with 
the U.S. State Department 
caused the family to move 
often. In 1972, he was two years 
out of the military. His political 
experience was primarily his 
involvement with the Vietnam 
Veterans Against the War, plus 
some campaigning for Fr. 
Robert Drinan, who was elect- 
ed to the Third District seat in 
1970. 

Virtually all the other candi- 
dates had resumes rich with 
local connections. Four were 
state representatives. The 
mayor of Lowell was running, 
as was the former mayor of 
Lawrence. The eventual winner, 
Paul Cronin of Andover, had 
served as a selectman and state 
rep and as an aide to Morse. 

One other irony was that 
there was a man named Robert 
Kennedy in the race, a city 
councillor from Lowell. 

Early on, the Town Crier pre- 
dicted a Kerry victory in the 


primary. 

Kerry attracted a large fol- 
lowing in Wilmington. John 
Markey, Jr. was the Wilmington 
coordinator. There was a full- 
page ad with the names of hun- 
dreds of local voters, all sup- 
porting Kerry. 

One key event each year was 
the Democratic cookout. For a 
few years, it was held at 
Selectman Rene LaRivee’s 
house. But in the 1960s, the 
venue was moved to Fred 
Cain’s auto dealership. There 
was plenty of room for a large 
turnout, and a large building 
and canopy in case of rain. It 
became the social event of the 
summer. 

It was so popular that some 
Republicans would even attend. 
One of those was Wavie Drew. 
She served on the Board of 
Selectmen for about 25 years 
and was a staunch supporter of 
Nixon. She was also a support- 
er of Fred Cain, which did not 
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please some of her GOP 
friends. But Wavie was 
indomitable, and very outspo- 
ken. 

The 1972 barbecue was very 
interesting, with eight 
Congressional candidates mak- 
ing the rounds. Wavie knew who 
they were, but they didn’t know 
her. And she wasn’t about to 
support John Kerry. 

The League of Women Voters 
held a candidates’ night in the 
high school auditorium on 
September 7. Kerry shared the 


stage with all the other 
Congressional candidates. 
The primary, held on 


September 19, marked the first 
time Wilmington used voting 
machines. Kerry had a land- 
slide in Wilmington, and he 
won the district. He had 871 
votes; Kennedy had 203 and 
State Representative John 
DiFruscia had 154. None of the 
other candidates had more 
than 100. 

Kerry did not do as well in 
Tewksbury, where State 
Representative Paul Sheehy 
beat him, 921 to 910. 

As the November election 
approached, Roger Durkin, the 
independent candidate, strong- 
ly attacked Kerry. Then, a week 
before the election, Durkin 
abruptly pulled out of the race 
and threw his support to 
Cronin. 

The Town Crier endorsed 
Cronin. The Lowell Sun's editor, 
Clement Costello, had been 
hammering on Kerry through- 
out the campaign. 

Kerry took Wilmington with 
3,398 votes to Cronin’s 2,803. 
Durkin had 139. 

In Tewksbury, Cronin topped 
Kerry, 4,372 to 4,358. Durkin 
had 214. 

Cronin won by roughly 18,000 
votes, but served only one term. 
Two years later, he lost to Paul 
Tsongas. Cronin ran again in 
1992, but lost to Marty Meehan. 
Paul Cronin died in 1997 

Following the 1972 loss, Kerry 
went to law school and became 
an assistant district attorney 
for Middlesex County. In 1982, 
he was elected lieutenant gov- 
ernor. Then in 1984, he ran for 
senate, and won.

Something’s Gotta Give 


National polls show that President Bush and Senator 
Kerry are locked in a dead heat with less than two 
weeks to go before Election Day.

Here we go again. 

Pass the aspirin. 

This is nothing new. Think about it. In terms of rifts 
rife with tension, this campaign season was preceded 
by the invasion of Iraq, which was preceded by the 
electiori of 2000, which was preceded by the impeach- 
ment of President Clinton, which was preceded by the 
double murder trial of 0.J. Simpson, which was pre- 
ceded by the beating of Rodney King, which was . . . 
all right. Enough. You get it. 

Let’s not get started about the Red Sox and the 
Yankees, either. Well, okay, let’s. This editorial is 
being written just hours before Game 7, so why resist? 

The American League Championship Series has so 
far this month been a nerve-shattering rollercoaster 
ride, complete with one of the greatest comebacks in 
sports history. The legendary animosity - - heck, 
hatred - - between both teams and their fans has 
reached a pitch so fraught that heavily armored police 
officers had to line the stands at Yankee Stadium on 
Tuesday night. To look at the umps point into the 
bleachers and plead for security, you’d think an 
impending act of terrorism had been detected in the 
Cheap seats, never mind a cluster of unruly fans think- 
ing about storming the field. 

Locally, Wilmington and Tewksbury has known divi- 
sion as well. Just look at the past two years and you'll 
find examples of considerable divides and close calls. 

Last weekend, a proposal to expand the Tewksbury 
Senior Center passed at a special town election by a 
scant 11 votes. That sliver of a tally was preceded by 
last year’s special election, during which another ver- 
sion of the same proposal failed by a similarly mere 85 
votes, 

To be fair, the debate surrounding the expansion of 
the senior center never, ever got bitter. It certainly got 
nowhere near as heated as the one prompted by the 
mall slated for South Tewksbury. The consecutive spe- 
cial election results, however, do suggest calls too close 
for comfort, outcomes that prove that not one side of 
the issue could attract an assured base of support. 

In Wilmington, the debate over where to build a new 
library has only recently settled into a civil, open- 
minded conversation that could very soon produce 
results. It took two years to establish such a dialogue, 
for economically sluggish times were not the only rea- 
son why plans for a new facility were put on hold - - 
after two aggravating squeakers during two consecu- 
tive town meetings, people needed to step back and 
cool off. 

It’s fair to wonder what is the point so far of this edi- 
torial. The Town Crier admittedly submits to you 
these observations of edgy times without answers, only 
questions. What will it take to fill the vast divides that 
exist between us in this country? Who will it take to 
establish a common ground and welcome opposing 
sides into the fold? 

There was one period recently that did interrupt the 
string of divisions that have reached back through our 
recent history. America was better united during this 
period, in a way that this coming election won’t make 
possible any time soon. 

How sad that it took four doomed planes to create it.

THE SITUATION IN IRAQ AND WHY?

Iraq has become a black hole that sucks up the money, military 
talent, and global relationships that are otherwise needed to fight 
global terror organizations. 

Why are we in Iraq? There is no question that Saddam Hussein 
was an evil dictator who oppressed, robbed, and murdered his own 
people. But he was an evil dictator when our government support- 
ed him in his war with Iran in the 80s. He was an evil dictator when 
he invaded Kuwait and the current President Bush’s father orga- 
nized a coalition of forces to push Saddam’s troops back across the 
Iraqi border. 


Cheney holds title as politics’ greatest flip-flopper 


Some supporters of the present Bush administration see the first 
Gulf War as a missed opportunity to remove Saddam Hussein from 
power. But at the time, leaders of the first Bush administration 
argued against such a move. This is what one of them had to say: 

"\ how many additional American casualties is Saddam worth? 
The answer is not that damned many. So, I think we got it right, 
both when we decided to expel him from Kuwait, but also when the 
president made the decision that we'd achieved our objectives and 
‘we were not going to go get bogged down in the problems of trying 
to take over and govern Iraq." 

If you haven't guessed, the speaker was the then Secretary of 
Defense Dick Cheney speaking in Seattle eighteen months after 
the war. 

In one of the great flip-flops in political history, Dick Cheney 
transformed into a leading advocate for a war on Iraq when he 
became George W. Bush's Vice President in 2000. He pushed for an 
Iraq invasion long before the September 11 terrorist attacks. Since 
the Vice President got the war he wanted, the cost in additional 
American casualties includes 1,101 dead and more than 7,000 
wounded. Added to this are 138 allied military deaths, and uncount- 
ed dead and wounded Iraqi civilians.

The Bush administration's leadership on Iraq has consisted of 
taking us to war on the strength of stories of non-existent weapons 
of mass destruction, aluminum tubes that could not have been 
used to enrich uranium, and other intelligence that was seriously 
in doubt well before we attacked. In the months leading up to the 
war and in many months since, President Bush did his best to 
imply a non-existent tie between Iraq and 9/11. 

There may have been a reasonable case for going into Iraq, but 
any such case would have to be predicated on the need to remove 
a brutal dictator for the benefit of the Iraqi people, not because he 
was an imminent threat to the United States or his neighbors. Such 
an undertaking would be the obligation of an international effort 
backed by the U.N., as was done in Bosnia. 

President Bush’s leadership in the Iraq war is best described as 
“my way or the highway.” An Annenberg election survey in 
September showed 62 percent of sampled members of the military 
believe the administration sent insufficient troops to Iraq to do the 
job right. Poll after poll in European and Arab nations shows 
respect for the United States at an all time low. The administra- 
tion’s single-minded insistence on a war with Iraq has weakened 
the very relationships we need to mount an effective war on glob- 
al terror. 


Kerry understood modern terrorism years before 9/11 


Because John Kerry doesn’t share George W. Bush’s simplistic 
black and white view of the world, Republican leaders have done 
their best to portray Kerry as an ineffective leader. These critics 
fail to grasp that the world is a messy place that offers few simple 
answers to complex problems. 

With a lifetime in public service that includes twenty years in the 
Senate, John Kerry knows a thing or two about how the world 
works. As a member of the Senate Subcommittee on Terrorism, 
Narcotics and International Operations since the late 80s, Kerry 
understood more than a decade before 9/11 how trans-national 
criminal and terror organizations operate below the radar of 
national governments. 

As early as 1988 Kerry initiated a measure requiring the negoti- 
ation of so-called "Kerry Agreements" between the U.S. Treasury 
Department and foreign governments as a condition of access to 
U.S. markets. These agreements require governments to monitor 
their banks for the kind of financial and money-laundering trans- 
actions used by international criminal and terror organizations. 
Senator Kerry proposed other measures including sanctions 
against banks that fail to verify their customers’ identity. 
Unfortunately, Senate Republicans blocked these additional mea- 
sures, which became law only after the 9/11 attacks when they 
were included as provisions within the USA Patriot Act. 


Current approach to War on Terror is delusional 


Real leadership in a-war on terror demands relentless attention 
to thousands of small details by banks, border and custom offi- 
cials, civilian and military intelligence analysts, and police around 
the globe. It requires coordination of effort that can only come 
through diplomacy and mutual respect among nations that recog- 
nize their common interest in sharing information to defeat trans- 
national criminals. 

And when hard work puts some of the bad guys in our crosshairs, 
as they were in Afghanistan before we were sidetracked by Iraq, 
we expect our leaders to use our troops do what is needed. This is 
a kind of war that can’t be easily won in the short term. But it is 
the war we have to fight. 

To believe that a war against global terrorists can be won by 
ousting a third-world dictator who is unconnected with the terror- 
ists in question is misguided at best. To resolutely insist that such 
a policy is effective when faced with overwhelming evidence to the

On Thursday, October 7, State 
Representative Barry Finegold 
(D- Andover) kicked off his 
reelection campaign at the 
Lawrence Elks Club on River 
Road. Speaking to his support- 
ers, Finegold stressed his inde- 
pendence and effectiveness in 
office.

Health officials grappling 
with flu vaccine shortage

to receive any vaccines, it will 
not be until some time in 
November. He does not antici- 
pate that any clinics will be 
held until at least December, if 
at all. 

“The town will not provide 
pediatric services, even if we 
receive the vaccine,” Carbone 
said. “Due to drastic shortages, 
there is a possibility that the 
town may receive no vaccine at 
all for public clinics.” 

According to guidelines set by 
the CDC and DPH, vaccines are 
prioritized for residents of nurs- 
ing homes and long-term care 
facilities; residents who are 65 
or older who have chronic med- 
ical conditions; people taking 
chemotherapy; residents who 
are 18 and older and have 
chronic medical conditions, 
such as heart disease, asthma, 
diabetes, and weakened 
immune systems; pregnant 
women; and healthcare work- 
ers who have direct contact 
with patients. 

“Persons meeting these crite- 
ria should obtain a shot any- 
where possible,” Carbone said. 
“Otherwise, healthy persons 
should not receive an inocula- 
tion this year.” 

In addition to the vaccines 
normally allocated for the 
town, Tewksbury has historical- 
ly purchased additional vac- 
cines for municipal employees. 
According to Carbone, the 
shortage has eliminated any 
chance of employee clinics. 

In place of receiving the vac- 
cine, Carbone urges healthy 
residents to wash their hands 
often and use over-the-counter

“He used to tell everyone that 
if anybody asks you who you 
work for, tell them you don’t 
work for anyone. You work 
with Chief Lynch,” Marlene 
said. 

Current Police Chief Robert 
Spencer describes Lynch as 
Possessing a natural “calming 
effect” on those around him. 

“He had an uncanny ability to 
sense when an officer was com- 
ing to him with a problem,” 
Chief Spencer said. “By the 
time the conversation was over, 
the officer would have forgotten 
that he came in with a prob- 
lem.” 

Spencer was several years 
away from becoming a police 
officer when he first ran into 
Lynch. It was in 1968 or 1969 
when Lynch’s police cruiser

by a Woburn police officer at 
the time. Lynch's police radio 
broadcast the sounds of the 
Woburn officer huffing and 
puffing as he continued to 
chase the suspect into 
Wilmington. The suspect was a 
good 110 yards away, according 
to Spencer, when Lynch pulled 
out his snub nosed .38 pistol and 
yelled, “Hold it right there or 
I'll plug ya!” 

That was good enough for the 
car thief. He stopped in mid- 
stride and put his hands up in 
surrender. 

“T'll never forget that,” 
Spencer said. “That gun would- 
n't have reached the train 
tracks, never mind being able 
to reach where the kid had run 
to.” 

Lynch was always impeccably 
dressed and extolled the virtues 
of police officers keeping 
groomed nails and hair and pol- 
ishéd shoes. According to 
Marlene, her father shaved 
three times a day. He shaved 
first in the morning, during his 
lunch hour, and then one final 
time after getting home from 
work, 


He was a very active Rotarian 
and lived his life in the Rotary 
Club motto of “Service above 
Self.” It was that dedication to 
service above self that led to 
his bucking the unionization of 
the police.

service above self one day, and 
then be standing in a picket line 
the next day?” Marlene quoted 
her father as saying. 

Lynch retired on -March*81, 
1979 at the mandatory age of 65. 
He wasn’t interested in leaving 
and had written the word 
“Gonzo” across the last day of 
March in his 1979 calendar. 

“He hated to leave,” Marlene 
said. “He would have liked to 
stay as long as possible.” 

Paul Lynch passed away in 
October 2002. 

Some time ago, Marlene had 
heard that Selectman Raymond 
Lepore brought up the idea of 
holding some sort of memorial 
to Lynch. When nothing mate- 
rialized, her husband Richard 
Russo got the ball rolling and 
even identified the bench in 
front of the building as ideal for 
a dedication. 

Lynch enjoyed spending time 
on the Silver Lake bench and it 
is easy to imagine him equally 
enjoying time on his new 
bench, sitting back and reflect- 
ing on 41 years of memories 
while looking proudly on the 
department of today, a depart- 
ment that continues to display 
so many of his fingerprints. 

“This town really meant the 
world to my father,” Marlene 
said. “He would be honored by 
this tribute.”

ing about.” 

McNamara’s eyebrows and 
humor are not the only things 
for which this longtime resident 
of Wilmington is known. He 
was a member of the Rotary 
Club for 40 years. He has faith- 
fully attended St. Thomas of 
Villanova Church since the 
early 1950s. He served on the 
Redevelopment Authority for 15 
years. He helped establish the 
Wilmington Chamber of 
Commerce. He worked along- 
side local pharmacists Lillian 
and Mel Woodside to make the 
Wilmington Regional Health 
Center a reality in the 1970s. 
He also coached little league 
for more than 25 years. 

“I have five sons and each of 
them played ball for four years, 
so that’s twenty years right 
there,” McNamara says. “My 
daughter should have played 
baseball too because she could 
have played better than all the 
boys.” 

When you take McNamara’s 
community service _ into 
account, it's no wonder that in 
1972 he received the fourth 
Annual Good Guy Award. 

When it comes to customer 
service, though, you can reach 
back even further through the 
decades to the establishment of 
McNamara Tire in 1953. 

In the early 1950s, McNamara 
heard from Norman Perry, who 
owned the Shell Station at the 
corner of Main and Lowell 
Streets, that the Fiske family 
owned a spacious house and 
barn on Middlesex Avenue. 
Intrigued, McNamara bought 
the barn, which then stored 
horses and buggies, and con- 
verted it as a place to keep as 
man, 3,000 tires. With such 
storage secured, McNamara 
opened McNamara Tire at the 
site on Main Street where, in 
time, Wilmington’s first Dunkin 
Donuts would be built - - and, in 
2004, would be razed and rebuilt 
again. 

“It was a small operation,” 
McNamara remembers. “I ran 
it all by myself. I used to 
retread passenger cars and 
make tire deliveries. I also did 
road calls. It was strictly a 
road service company.” 

In the late 1950s, McNamara 
moved his business to 208 Main 
Street, at the corner of 
Shawsheen Avenue. McNamara 
Tire remained there until 1993, 
when McNamara decided to 
downsize his operation and set 
up shop at 210 Andover Street in

McNamara has enjoyed his 
career, particularly when it has 
given him the opportunity to 
help people. He recalls one 
afternoon in the 1960s when he 
was driving to Haverhill to 
deliver some tires and found a 
woman stranded by her car on 
an old, quiet route in Merrimac. 

“The woman had a flat, and 
she was scared because she 
was all by herself,” he says. “I 
stopped, put a spare on her car, 
free of charge, and sent her on 
her way.” 

Much to McNamara’s sur- 
prise, the good deed brought 
him some business. The 
woman's husband called him 
the next day to thank him. He 
ended up doing all of his tire 
business with McNamara from 
that day forward. 

The barn on Middlesex 
Avenue that McNamara used to 
store his tires burned down in 
1974, on the day after President 
Nixon resigned from office. 
The blaze was attributed to a 
group of kids who had wanted 
to start a bonfire. 

“Can you imagine 3,000 tires 
burning?” McNamara asks. “I 
can still taste those burning 
tires in my mouth.” 

McNamara has always loved 
Wilmington for its people, 
namely, first and foremost, his 
family, of course, which 
includes his wife, Pat, who 
passed away three years ago, 
his sons, Stephen, Michael, 
Raymond Junior, Patrick and 
Joe, and his daughter, Peggy. 

“My wife was the best cook in 
town,” McNamara says. 


“Every Friday, when I came 
home at noontime, I could 
smell chowder or whatever it 
was that she would be cooking.” 

He fondly recalls the 
Woodsides, with whom he 
helped build the health center. 

“If you were sick and you went 
to Lillian to get medicine, you 
paid her five bucks a week,” he 
says. “She carried an awful lot 
of credit, but that’s what she 
did.” She talked like a truck dri- 
ver, and she was just a great 
person, giving all the way.” 

McNamara is particularly 
appreciative towards his 
employees, four of whom have 
worked at McNamara Tire for 
quite some time. Tom 
Hamilton, for example, has 
worked with McNamara since 
1969. Richard Coy and Bruce 
MacInnis joined the business in 
the early Seventies. James 
Putney has been there since 
1988. 

And then there was Ruth 
Young, who met McNamara 
when she and his wife were 
Little League mothers. Young 
worked with McNamara as his 
secretary for more than a quar- 
ter of a century. 


“She ran the place,” 
McNamara says. 
McNamara, a_ native of 


Manchester, New Hampshire, 
has always been grateful that

“Wilmington is a great town 
with a great bunch of people,” 
he says.

I lifted a lot, I ran and I just 
tried to get my speed back up.” 

With current injuries to tail- 
backs Rich Barry and Brian 
Giamberardino, Almeida is 
glad that Zack Mayo for one is 
healthy enough to be the team’s 
premier running back for the 
remaining of the season 

“Zack got off to a slow start 
because he was out all of his 
sophomore year with the bro- 
ken elbow,” said Almeida. “This 
year he’s been getting better 
and better every week. I think 
he’s better offensively - his 
strength is being a runner. He 
runs hard, he runs people over 
and he has some decent moves, 
too. 

“He seems to run much faster 
when he has the ball,” contin- 
ued the coach with a big smile. 


Joe's catching some 
attention 

Through six games this sea- 
son, junior quarterback Joe 
Herra has tossed 13 touchdown 
passes and back-up Lou 
Insalaco also has tossed one 
giving the team 14 through 
their 6-0 start. All 14 of the TD 
passes have come from either 
Sean Murphy or Joe Mayo. Joe 
has caught 11 passes, five via 
touchdown for 270 yards. 
Murphy has caught nine touch- 
down passes, but the two of 
them have caught all but 22 
yards of the team’s 719 passing 
yards this season. 

“It's great because if they try 
to stack on me we go to Murph 
and if they stack on him, 
(Wilmington) can go to me,” 
said Joe. “It’s great to such a 
balance with two receivers, but 
I think Murph is much better 
than me anyway. We both have 
such a high confidence level 
and the coaches have shown 
confidence in both of us which 
really helps.” 

‘The confidence is what lacked 
in Joe’s game prior to this year 
and besides the injury, that’s 
been the difference maker for 
his all-league type play. 

“Last year all of the coaches 
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said that my confidence just 
wasn’t there,” said Joe. 
“Everytime I dropped a ball I 
really got down on myself. This 
year is my senior year and I’m 
just playing as hard as I can. If 
a drop a ball, so what I dropped 
a ball and I just try to come 
back to catch the next one like 
I did last week against North 
Reading. I just love catching 
the ball.” 

He says that’s the easy part 
when you have a guy like Herra 
taking three steps and firing a 
laser beam into his arms. 

“Joey puts the ball right 
there,” said Joe.

He’s the 
best passer in the league with- 
out a doubt. He can throw, he 
can run and he’s just so accu- 
rate with his passes.

Certainly the play of many 
athletes on this year’s team has 
caught the eye of the coaches 
and the fans. The list could go 
on and on. But if the 12th play- 
er of the year award was given 
out, certainly Almeida’s vote 
would go to Joe Mayo. 

“Every year you have players 
step up and surprise you,” said 
Almeida. “Joe's been the 
biggest surprise of this year’s 
team. He is playing at such a 
high level right now. He has 
that high level of confidence. 
He expects to make every 
catch. He has great hands, he 
has good size and he has decep- 
tive speed. He would be every- 
one else's number one receiver. 
He’s as good of a receiver as 
any in this league. He’s been 
great for us. He’s been such an 
asset. 

“Joe reminds me a lot of Dave 
Trueira, who was the best 
receiver in the league as a 
senior and his confidence just 
came on later (in his career). I 
think Joe benefits because we 
changed our offense a little bit 
and we’re no longer in the two 
tight end system.” 


Zack's has gotten 


his wings 

During the middle of last sea- 
son, Almeida commented on 
his running game. He had Sean 
Godding and Robbie Gillis as 
his two premier backs, but said 
how difficult it was to get a guy 
like Stephen Downs, who was 
such a tough runner, the ball 
Just a few weeks ago, Almeida 
was asked about this year's 
running game. With Downs and 
Gillis switching positions to be 
lead blockers, the ‘Cats have 
used Rich Barry and Brian 
Giamberardino primarily, 
while Herra, Gillis and Downs 
mix in to the running game. 
Again Almeida said how diffi- 
cult it was to get Zack Mayo the 
ball, a kid who he felt ran very 
hard and worked very hard in 
practice. 

Before Friday's game, 
Almeida found out that Barry 
and Giamberardino would not 
be playing. He then had to go to 
Zack Mayo, and the coach 
made sure that the junior knew 
that he would be taking a lot of 
lugs, and pretty much would 
not come out of the game. He 
did come out in the third quar- 
ter because of the score, but up 
to three minutes into the sec- 
ond half of the game, Zack had 
a nice night averaging almost 
eight yards per carry. In the 
team’s opening series, he 
rushed four straight times for 
22 yards setting up the touch- 
down pass to Murphy. In the 
fourth series, he rushed the ball 
three times for 34 yards which 
set up Herra’s five yard touch- 
down run.

Now with a real tough game 
this Saturday when the ‘Cats 
travel to West Newbury to take 
on the undefeated Pentucket 
Sachems, Zack said he’s not 
going to get ahead of himself. 

“I'm just going with it,” he 
said. 


But he added, getting his feet 
wet this past Friday night, will 
help ease the nerves he might 
have when Saturday’s game 
begins. 


“(Starting on Friday) definite- 
ly helped me. I was surprised 
with how many carries I got. It 
was my first time starting with 
the varsity and I was surprised. 
It’s a big difference than JV 
because varsity is a lot quicker 
and just faster.” 


Josh Mayo has played football 
all of his life, but didn’t become 
a quarterback until last year

“It helps me a lot (having Joe 
in front of me),” said Josh. 
“He's been helping me a lot on 
my footsteps.” 

While Josh hasn't had the 
chance to throw a varsity pass 
yet, especially to either one of 
his brothers, both Joe and Zack 
know the time will come for 
Josh to become a star. 

“He's very athletic,” said Joe.

Herra keys win number six

With two starting tailbacks 
out for the game, Wilmington 
High football coach Bob 
Almeida was very concerned 
heading into week No. 6 with a 
home match-up against 
Lynnfield on Friday night. But 
then the coach’s acid-like 
symptoms were relieved when 
he turned to all-star quarter- 
back Joe Herra. 

All the junior did offensively 
was set a new standard for per- 
sonal accomplishments. With 
his arm he completed 40f-9 
passes for 140 yards including 
tossing touchdown pass num- 
bers 11, 12 and 13 on the season. 

With his legs, Herra rushed 
for 32 yards on five carries,and 
scored ‘a touchdown. While 
Herra proved that he is human 
when he tossed just his second 
interception of the game, he 
turned that around by scoring 
his second touchdown of the 
game on an 84-yard kick-off 
return. 

Oh yeah, and Herra also 
picked off a pass from his 
strong safety position. 

All of that helped Wilmington 
defeat-a very subpar Lynnfield 
Pioneer team, 34-8, on a rainy 
Friday night.

Rams Football Notebook 


Second half surge helps 
keep record intact

Heading into Saturday’s game 
the Shawsheen Tech football 
team had won two consecutive 
blowouts over Manchester and 
Minuteman by a combined 
score of 99-8, so it was hard to 
predict how they would respond 
to being challenged by the 41 
Bulldogs. 

The Rams, as it turned out 
responded very well to the chal- 
lenge, overcoming a 1413 half- 
time deficit to earn the 19-14 
win. The biggest sequence of 
the game, and perhaps of the 
season occurred in the opening 
minutes of the second half, as 
the Rams showed they can win 
the close games as well as the 
blowouts. 

Shawsheen took the opening 
drive of the half and marched 
7 yards on 12 plays all the way 
to the Bulldog one yard line 
before being stopped just short 
of a touchdown. It was a deflat- 
ing blow to the Rams, but they 
responded in great fashion, 
holding the Bulldogs to a three 
and out, and taking over at the 
North Shore 30 yard line. 
Shortly thereafter, Kyle 
Marzeoti scored what would 
prove to be the winning touch- 
down on a three yard run. 

“It was the first time this sea- 
son we had to come from 
behind at the half. It was a gut 
check moment,” Shawsheen 
coach Al Costabile said. “Not 
scoring was a little disappoint- 
ing, but instead of packing it in, 
the defense made a great 
defensive stand to hold them to 
a three and out.” 


Mello held in check

“I started running through the 
advice of a friend,” said 
Yetman.

I still cannot believe that I can 
run for that distance some-

Hospital Trust Fund, with an 
intent to build a hospital in 
Reading. Since that time, two 
more residents have 
bequeathed funds to the trust 
which, through investments 
made by the Commissioners 
of Trust Funds, has grown to 
approximately $3.5 million.

In the loop: 
Woburn 


“Progress on the so-called 
Woburn Loop from downtown 
Woburn to the Winchester 
line on Cross Street for bik- 
ers and pedestrians is mov- 
ing along slowly,” notes the 
Woburn edition of the "Daily 
Times Chronicle." 

“The Woburn 
Redevelopment Authority 
approved an RFP (Request 
for Proposal) for an engi- 
neering design and agreed to 
use Woburn Social Capital 
Inc. for advice on the long- 
delayed project. 


“The Woburn Loop follows 
the path of the old Boston & 
Maine railroad bed and par- 
allels Main Street on a north 
south straightway. The .85 
mile bikeway-walkway hits a 
dead end at the Winchester 


line, as Winchester has 
allowed other uses, e.g. the 
new residential Winchester 
Crossing building at the end 
of the Woburn Loop line 
Long-range plans also call 
for using city streets in 
Woburn to connect to a walk 

way area through Winchester 
at Horn Pond and then onto 
a Winchester-Stoneham loop 

“At present, the WRA has 
been awarded $188,000 in a 
TCSP Grant from the 
Federal Highway 
Administration to complete 
the planning and design of 
the bikeway ‘and related pro 
jects.’ 

“Service along the line 
was abandoned by the B&M 
in 1981 

“WRA officials noted that 
although properties adjacent 
to the line are mostly indus- 
trial and commercial, there 
are a fair share of single and 
multi-family residences in 
the area. And this brought in 
conversations with Social 
Capital Initiative (SCI) 
Executive Director David 
Crowley to have his organiza- 
tion hired as a consultant on 
the residential impact. The 


sum of $8,000 was allocated 
to SCI advice 

“There's a lot to it, noted 
Executive Director Donald 
Borchelt. ‘It can be quite 
time consuming for me and 
this office to get involved in 
all of it and a consultant is 
needed.’ 

“The railroad tracks were 

at one time in the 19th and 
20th century a corridor 
through myriad tanneries in 
the stretch. WRA officials 
pointed out some 16 sites 
along the loop have been list- 
ed with the Dept. of 
Environmental Protection of 
Waste Site Clean-up as 
2 sites. 
‘he WRA’s moving for- 
ward with its involvement in 
the loop comes only after a 
lengthy give-and-take with 
the MBTA on who would own 
the property, be responsible 
for the waste problems 
(‘brownfields’) and other 
urban related problems 
After much review by the 
city of Woburn and MBTA 
legal departments, the city 
and its agent, the WRA, will 
lease‘the property 

“Technically known as the 
Woburn Loop Bikeway/ 
Greenway Corridor Project, 
the effort will incorporate 
the planning and construc- 
tion to help be ‘a central uni- 
fying conceptual framework 
to stimulate new housing and 
economic development 
opportunities in the blighted 
corridor.
